There could be no time more fitting 


for directing* the attention ot the peopl* 
to the natural wealth of the State and 
the causes thereof, than the time of onr 
Annual Fair. 
Thess matters, 
with 


others mmilar, are particularly before 
as, and oar attention, because of sur- 
roundings, jg directed in liko channels. 
Much of tbe larger part of the State is 
within the Great Basin—so termed. 
Each continent has ile basin or basins. 
Asia in particular has its basin*. It is 
»ot the 
intention to describe Ihese 


basins, but to direct attention to ona or 
two of them and their past and present 
conditions for th« purpose of illustrating 
and showiug by comparison the natural 
wealth of the soil of our State. 
The 


baain of the Jordan* iu Asia, is best 
known and most noted in history. We 
have a clear and full description of this 
basin, and results o£ its natural soil 
wealth for not less than 
thirty-five 


hundred years. 
Tha rooks in tho basin 


of the Jordan, liko the rockfc in our State, 
are highly mineralized. The clim'ite is 
dry and irrigation is nece.--sary. No 
part of the earth sustained so largo a pop- 
ulation to the square mile from the be- 
ginning to tbe Christian Era, as the 
Jordun Basin, except the Valley of the 
Nile in Egypt, which has been ouriched 
each succeeding year by alluvial depos- 
its from the Nile. 
The soil of 


THE JOKDAN BASIN, 


Like the soil of our basin, has received 
little if any addition from alluvial de- 
posils, therefore the source and cause 
o! the wealth of its soil as well as the 
source and cause of tho .wealth of our 
soil, must be elsewhere than it! alluvial 
depodits. The source of the wealth and 
durability of the soil in the Jordan 
Basin is in tho mineral properties of ita 
rocks, and the cause of its wealth is the 
thoroughly decomposed condilion the 
soil was and ia in. 
The Jordan Basin, 


like our basin, is the bed of an ancient 
sea. 
All tho waters in the Vallsy and 


surrounding mountains center in Lake 
Aspbaltites, so appropriately 
called 


"Dead Sea." 
The Jordan deposits in 


this sea each second of time six aud one- 
half bushels of salt, which bhows the 
Jordan Baain contains some minerals 
that are abundant in onr basin. There 
aro authentic historical accounts of tbe 
vitality of the Jordan Basin fifteen 
hundred yeius before the Christian Era. 
It then proihiced grapes aud other fruits 
in abundance, of superior quality, and 
such was the growth and development 
of the grape that it required two men to 
carry a buncb, and from that time to the 
present, no placa is known to have ex- 
celled, when properly cultivated, the 
mountain slopes of the Joidan Valley in 
the production of grapes and wints. 
California is taking position as a grape- 
growing and wine-producing country, 
which position it will continue to main- 
tain, not because of its climate only, 
but because of the mineral properties 
abundant in its soil, which properties 
have beea chiefly deiived fiorn the de- 
composed mineral rocks of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains that have the neces- 
sary properties for grape and other fruit 
development. The soil of Nevada con- 
tains all the mineral properties of the 
soil of California iu abundance, and no 
State or Territory east or west of the 
b.isiu, or country of the same area on 
tho globe, has such properties in ubrmd- 
RIJCO and in such excellent form as the 
Stale of Nevada, and bscause of that 
fact Nevada is better adapted for the 
production of grnina, grasses, fruits and 
other vegetables of the temperate zone 
than any kuown country of like surface. 
The time ia at hand when the southern 
portion of Nevada and California, east 
of tho Sierra Nevada range will develop 
grapes aud other fruits superior to any 
fruit that has been or will be produced 
west of the raoge, aud the moio north- 
ern portions of the State will produce iu 
quality and in quantity any of Ihe hardy 
vaueties of grapes and other fruits iu 
excess of any part of the continent in 
similur latitudes east of the Sierra Ne- 
vadas, and in quality will surpass Cali- 
fornia, but California will lead us in 
quantity in onr more northern latitudes 
because of the mildness of her climate, 


WHEAT QBOWN 


In the valley of the Jordan has been 
noted for quantity and fineness of qual- 
ity from remote antiquity to modorn 
times. At the building of the temple by 
King Solomon, wheat was the commodity 
sought by Hiram, King of Tyre, aud 
given by Solomon, King of Israel, for 
Tyrian labor and cedars of Lebanon, as 
is shown by copies of the correspondence 
between these monarchs yet 
extant. 


Payment in kind was not sought or 
given because of any scarcity of money, 
or of the precious metals, for we are in- 
formed by Josephus, the Jewish histor- 
ian, that silver was BO plentiful that it 
waa as bricks on the streets. Gold had 
been gathered from the mines of Hallos, 
(Greece) from the mines on the desert 
near the Red Sea, and from other parts 
of the earth for uses in and about the 
temple, until it had become plentiful 
for all purposes therewith connected, 
but the -wheat of the Jordan Valley was 
to the Tyrians more valuable than gold 
or silver. At the time of building the 
temple the population of the country 
was large, and the additional food re- 
quired for the builders for a period of 
ceven years, would have taxed the ca- 
pacity of any other part of the earth of 
the area of that country, but there was 
food sufficient for all, and to spare for 
their Tyrian neighbors. Modern inves- 
tigation and tests have shown that the 
stones from which the temple walls were 
uilt contain the secret of the wheat- 


producing qualities of the Jordan Bamin. 
The decomposition of like rocks bad 
furnished to tbe soil those properties 
necessary for the production of the fin* 
wbeat crops of the Jordan. 
Notwith- 


standing the lapse of three thousand 
years since the building of the first tem- 
ple, these properties are as active now 
as then, in tbe production of wheat. 


WHEBEVEB WHEAT IS NOW GBOWN 


In the country the yield, with proper 
care, is all that could be hoped for. 
From these few facts, for there are 
many other facts, we are able to arrive 
at a correct conclusion upon the durabil- 
ity and capacity of the soil of onr 
basin for wheat culture, and more es- 
pecially are we able to arrive at a correct 
condosioD when we know there is not a 
wheat food property in the soil of the 
Jordan basin that is not possessed by 
the State of Nevada in quantity. No 
country in the hintory of the world has 
given such proofs of ability for sustain- 
ing large herds of cattle, sheep and 
goats as the land of Palistine. Its pas- 
tures and herds were themes of Israel's 
poets. Its herds were the prize of in- 
vading armies, and the land that flowed 
with milk and Loney was ever defended 
to the death by its iahabitonls from Ihe 
beginning. We also have authentic his- 
toiical evidence and proofs of quarrels 
and contentions among its cattle and 
sheep men four thousand yeais ago 
over their pastures and ranges, as we 
now huve authentic evidence and proofs 
of quarrels and contentions among the 
cattle aud sheep men of Nevada over 
their pastures and ranges. These mat- 
ters are proofs of the value of the landa 
of both basins for pasture, and of the 
natural wealth of the soil. There is no- 
country in modern times that has given 
such proofs of natural soil wealth as 
Nevada has given for the production of 
grasses possessed of fat making pro- 
perties, and so far as history informs 
us, there is in the Nevada basin a coun- 
terpart of the basin of tbe Jordan in 
soil, wealth and capacity for production, 
and Ihere is also a counterpart in the 
matter of differences in our stock ineu 
over their ranges with the differences of 
tbe stock men of Palestine over their 
ranges. No other countries down to a 
fighting quantity have given, or can 
give, like proofs upon comparison, of 
sameness and completeness in uutr.rul 
soil wealth as the basin of the Jordan 
and that of Neva la, yet not with tue^e 
incontrovertible evidences of our sail 
wealth, many of onr people despair of 
the future of our State and look upon it 
as a waste of nature's wilderness, aud 
why so? 


THE ANSWER 


Is written on every hillside and in mast 
of the valleys of tho State—iusufficenoy 
of water for irrigation. Never despair 
of the future of our State because we 
have not sufficient water on the suifaco 
for much of the land within our borders, 
or because the rains ate dried up before 
they reach our lands and waste places? 
Wore our 
entrget'.o 
force and brain 


power clued up as tho ruiua are dried 
up, we could face a world of opposition 
to our inactivity and want of resolution, 
but 
with muscular power aud bruin 


power unsurpassed because of health 
giving surroundings and climatic stim- 
ulus, wo are equal to tbe work of over- 
coming any natural obstacle interven- 
ing between us and the water necessary 
for irrigation. Our minds have not 
been directed to this subject with a 
formed purpose to overcome difficulties 
and remove obstacles in tho way of 
water supply-—when we understand the 
subject aud conclude to have water, 
neither sand-bars nor rocks will pi event 
us from obtaining it. The waters of 
the Sierra Neva-las could be and will 
be husbanded in the near future by tne 
erection of dams and dikes at small 
cost compared with benefits bestowed 
in quantities sufficient for the irrigation 
of every foot ol land subject to the flow 
of these waters. 
The waste of water us 


it now flows in the natural channels is 
such that uuder the arrangement of na- 
ture about a'l the lands aro uuder culti- 
vation that can be irrigated, but instead 
of feeling deprssaed because of onr en- 
vironment, we should feel pleased that 
we have appropriated and applied all 
that nature's ways will allow us to ap- 
propiiate and apply unless we go to her 
aid, which aid we are able and ready to 
furnish in our owe interests and the in- 
terests of unimprovernen*, cultivation 
aud progress, for "there is no such word 
as fail" in the vocabulary of the human 
race. 


THE EASTEBK SLOPE 


Of the Sierra Nevadas is a large ter- 
ritory of itself, but when compared with 
the State, is small. Nevada has to be 
redeemed, so the work ig aa broad as the 
State. The question then arises. Are 
we as large as the work? We may not 
be able to answer in Ihe affirmative, 
but we can answer in all confidence, 
that we are large enough to begin tbs 
work and know enough to make un in- 
telligent beginning, and that beginning 
will be half way toward accomplishment

Yet the baain of 
Hodna baa in its soil the elements of 
fertility and life properties; so has tbe 
whole of Sahara when moisture is ap- 
plied. It is no more a question, "What 
•hall be done with Sahara Desert;" 
practical and scientific men clearly see. 
The end will be the reclamation of its 
lands by water from artesian wells, and 
on its now barren surface there will bo 
the habitations and homes of men. 
Sahara is also the bed of an ancient sea 
aud therefore contains in a highly pre- 
pared state those properties so neces- 
sary for complete vegetable 
develop- 


ment.

years in the misty past will at no distant 
day in the hisiory of man blossom aa 
the rose and become places of delight in
